Ass pro- 
tection to houses, it has been recommended that they 
be ventilated before and closed during © tempest, 
that lightning might net be attracted by the ascend. 
ing vaper. That vapor secending by day and not 
by vight rendered buildings sefer during & tempest 
by night than by day. The writer says that of eight 
or ten casualties by lightning in New York end the 
eéjoining towns, ai! beve odeurred m the day time, 
and all, with one exception, have been barne with 
manure heaps fermenting pear them, and in which 
several Dorses have been killed, steaming, of course, 
near these manure beaps.. The excepted building 
weea saw mill, beside which ley fermenting sow.

The attention of farmers and others should be di- 
rected to this subject, im order that the facts may be 
collected upon whieh « safe conclusion may be foun- 
ded.

Removine Prawts.——Tender plents for green 
houses and parlors, must be removed from the earth 
by the last of September, that they may begin their 
season fresh and free from disco! ration or weakvess 
from early frosts. Hardy ood half hardy snonais, 
that ere yet blooming in open beds in the time ef the 
first frosts, may be kept much longer in flower, by 
throwing & lybt covering over them ef nights, as 
netting or sheets, supported by chairs, or prope, or 
branches, from breaking the stems. Those pleots 
sulfer Gret from the frosts, that have mest suceu- 
lent (juicy) steme, (except those neturaliy “ ten- 
de1,”") and those in the dampest grourd. This is 
why professiocal gardeners drain the subscil of their 
parterres, and use light, dry upper soils, aad build 
rockeries from which water neturally escapes. 
Some herbaceous plants may be kept slong macy 
weeks later than usual in fower, by protecting them 
as already mentioned on severe nights, aad strewing 
litter, leaves or straw, to retaia beet ead throw 
These protectors, or sand, or ashes, laid 
carefully over the roots, and about the collars of 
a igneous plants, Will preserve them from 
year to year, through ordinary winters,

W Critics does pot speak in 
too arbutrary language, and when the laws it makes 
re ratibed by the consent ead approbation of the im- 
telligent pudlic in general, | heave ae much respect 
for ites any one. But, when Criticiom sits altogether 
part, spesks opinions that fad no ans mg echo 
im the genera! beart, and measures the greatness of 
intellectual work by snything rather then by ite 
power of appealing to all capacities for sdmiraticn 
end enjoyment, from the very bighes! to the very 
bum biest—then, as it seems to me, (riticram becomes 
Cant and forfeits al! claim to consideration and re- 
epect. it then becomes the kind of criteciom which 
J call Obstructive, aod which hes, I thiot, set itself 
up fatally between the Art of Painting and the honest 
end general appreciation of thet Art by the People.

the North American savage, taken in coonexion with 

the scenery over which he is accustomed to range, its 
| vest lakes, brendiess forests, majestic tivers, and 
| treckioss plains, thet is, to my mind, wonderfully 
striking and sublime. He is formed for the wilder- 
nees, os the Arab is for the desert. His sature is 
| oere, simple, aed enduring ; fitted to grapple with 
| defficulues, and to support privations. 

There seems but little soil in bie heart for the 
growth of the kietly virtues; and yet, if we would 
bat take the trouble te penetrate through that proud 
steiciam and habitual taciturnity which lock up his 
character from eaeual observation, we should find 
him linked to bis fellow -man of civilized hfe by more 
of those sy mpethics and a@ections then are usually 
eecribed to him. 

It wae the let of the unfortenate aborigines of 
America, in the early periocs of colonization, te be 
doubly wronged by the white men. They have been
